(Large subscriptions re- 
ported in New York today were Car- 
negie Trust company, $1,000,000; Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph compa- 
ny, $250,000; Consolidated Gas company, 
$100,000, and the-Central Trust com- 
pany, $92,000. 

Three hundred and forty-three na- 
tional banks reported to the comptrol- 
ler of the currency during the day that 
they had made donations to the fund, 
their subscriptions totalling $531,000. 
Other banks were expected to be hard 
from before the end of the campaign, 
the total contributions from this sourve 
being reckoned at ‘several millions.

Druggists throughout the state of 
Georgia, who have neglected to secure 
licenses for the sale of chemical com- 
pounds or mechanical mixtures used 
in the manufacture of explosives, are 
liable to severe penalties under existing 
federal laws, according to Carlos H. 
Mason, United’ States explosive inspec- 
tor for the state. The maximum penalty 
is a fine of $5,000 or a year’s imprison- 
ment, or both. The terms’ of the ruling 
apply especially to druggists who keep! 
most of the compounds in stock for! 
entirely different uses.

THE LAURELS OF LYNCHDOM. 


Now that the mob law debauch in two 
south Georgia counties seems to have come 


to an end, through the intervention of the 


governor, it leaves the state disgraced and 


humiliated before the world, and in the 
position of vieing with Illinois as to which 
is entitled to wear the laurels of lynchdom! 

‘A summing up of the situation shows, 
first of all, that the orgie of violence was 
precipitated by the fact that a negro com- 
mitted a heinous offense.

been said of the occurrence, But even that 
d have been without justification, for 
the reason that, had the law been allowed

But what happened? 

Six or seven lynchings of negroes, and 
the real offender the last of the fot! 

The others were gsuspects—some, per- 
haps, guilty; some, perhaps, not! 


And one of the number was a woman, 


who was strung up and her body riddled 


with bullets because she had severely com- 
mented upon the drastic punishment suf- 
fered by her husband, who was among those 
lynched as a suspect the day before! 

It develops now that two days before 
the governor ordered out troops to quell . 
threatened insurrection he had communi- 
cated with the officers of the counties oil 
volved, asking them if in their opinion it 
would not be ‘wige to send troops to meet a 
possible emergeny- 

Under the laws of Georgia—which seem 
to have been framed to encourage mob vio- 
lence, and which certainly are not framed to 
act as a deterrent—the governor cannot or- 
der out troops in any county in Georgia un- 
less requested by the county authorities to 
do so. 

Governor Dorsey in this instance saw the 
danger; and suggested to the county offi- 
cials that they comply with thf legal re- 
quirements so as to enable him to safe- 
guard the situation. They replied that they. 
did not consider executive intervention nec- 
essary; but forty-eight hours after the stage 
had been set for the barbaric drama—when 
the peace and security of the whole com- 
munity seemed to be at stake—the very offi- 
cials who had demurred to the governor's 
suggestion called on him for help. 

He promptly sent the troops; but it was 
too late!s 

What is Georgia going to do to put an 
end to this constantly recurring disgrace of 
mob violence! 

Are we going to handle it ourselves, or 
wait until the federal government steps in 
and handles it for us? , 

We must either act ourselves, or be pre- 
pared for the federal government to do so— 
for the civilized people of this country are 
not going to indefinitely tolerate such prim- 
itive barbarities, in Iilinois, Georgia or any 
other state!

GOOD ADVICE FOR NEGROES. 


The characteristic reply of Governor 
Dorsey to the resolutions addressed to him 
by the Colored Welfare League of Augusta, 


Ga., is worthy of consideration, not only 
by the league to which it is addressed, but 
by all who feel a genuine interest in the 
welfare and development of the negro race. 

Two crimes of an_ unspeakable nature 
have recently been committed against white 
women in south Georgia, and in each case 
the outrage w4s attended by details of the 
most revolting description. 

Undoubtedly, the courts and juries of 
Georgia could have been relied upon to ap- 
prehend and promptly punish the perpe- 
trators of these crimes. 

The natural indignation aroused by the 
nature of the offense crystallized human 
resentment into community action, and all 
who were guilty of complicity were hunted 
down and put to death by short sessions of 
the community courts presided over by 
Judge Lynch. 

When the wife of one of the lynched ne- 
groes expressed a protest against the sum- 
mary proceedings visited upon her husband 
she was promptly added to the list of vic- 
tims, and, in accordance with press reports, 
was lynched because of alleged “unwise 
remarks.” ; 

Every chapter of the miserable story 
which found its inception in the brutal as- 
sault of a depraved negro upon a helpless 
woman, and culminated in the death penalty 
inflicted as punishment for too great free- 
dom of speech, is a Dlot upon our civiliza- 
tion. 

Even the broad latitude of a jury in 
Judge Lynch’s court would have found ex- 
cuse, if not justification, for the lamenta- 
tions of a widow, white or black, suddenly 
bereaved of her husband, however unworthy 
he might have been, and, with time for 
consideration, would have tempered crude 
justice with moderation, adjusting the pun- 
ishment in accordance with the offense. 

But moderation finds no abiding place in 
the mood of the mob, and when lynch law 
is enthroned, the executioner is seldém sat- 
isfied to expiate the crime with blood of the 
guilty alone. 

There can be no justification for mob law 
in any civilized community, and the gov- 
ernor of Georgia is to be commended for 
his prompt action offering rewards for the 
apprehension of all those who participated 
in these lynchings, and for promptly declar 
ing martial law and ordering out the state 
guard to restore peace and order. 

Most of all is Governor Dorsey to be 
commended for the expressed spirit which 
permeated his reply to the well-intended 
resolutions addressed to him by the Colored 
Welfare League of Augusta. 

The negroes who constitute that organi- 
zation, keenly alive to the outrage perpe- 
trated by the mob upon members of their 
race, invoked an expression from the chief 
executive of the state, without a single ut- 
terance deploring the brutal crimes perpe- 
trated by depraved negroes fipon helpless 
women, which unspeakable crimes admit- 
tedly precipitated the lynchings 
plained of. <

the advices and information which reach us 
from France are totally inaccurate, the third 
German blow is likely to fall within the next 
few days. . 

In any évent, the danger signals which 
are now—being displayed warrant a word 
of catttion and of advice as to what is likely 
to happen, given the weight which the next 
German blow will have and the time which 
the Germans have occupied in preparing it 

In their March and April offensive the 
German used just short of 140 divisions, the 
best of which had been prepared for the 
attack over long months of training. Noth- 
img that skill or science could give 
was lacking. This blow ' was. parried 
after the Germans had progressed for some 
thirty-five miles in the south and twelve 
miles in the north. The German loss was 
not less than 400,000 in killed and wounded. 
Very few prisoners were taken. The allied 
loss in the same time was not much under 
350,000, together with many guns, and of the 
total loss perhaps 100,000 were prisoners. 

1,500,000 Germans Ready. 

When the German renews his attack he 
will have from sixty to seventy fresh di- 
visions not yet used and he will have an 
equal number of divisions very thoroughly 
mended since the blood bath of March and 
April. Something like a million and a half 
Germans are ready to strike and they are 
backed by the same formidable artillery 
which contributed so much to the earlier 
progress. ; 

In the presence of such a threat it is well 
to recognize that losses in total and in pro- 
portion are inevitable, must be expected, and 
should, in advance, be recognized as having 
a relative, not an absolute, value. 

If the German fails to destroy the Brit- 
ish army; if he fails to compel Foch to use 
up allied reserves more rapidly than Ger- 
man; if he spends another 400,000 casualties 
in local or restricted gains, however large 
these may seem from day to day, he will 
lose the objective to which he has now 
committed the largest force he can ever 
use in this war. 

At the present moment the numbers are 
approximately equal. The German has more 
guns, as result of his captures in Russia 
and Rumania and Italy, but he has not larger 
stocks of ammunition. Allied superiority in 
the air remains and the lessons of the last 
two offensives have been learned and will 
be applied by a single commander-in-chief. 

No soldier would ask for a better chance 
than Foch has now since numbers and all 
else are equal. But on the other hand, the 
allied strategy which elected the defensive 
at the outset of the campaign of 1918, ac- 
cepted inevitably local losses and temporary 


reverses. The German accepted this at the 
Somme in 1914 and in Flanders last year, 
and in both cases despite local losses pre- 
served his line intact. 

America’s Duty. 

-For America in the new crisis which is 
at hdnd there is an obvious duty. We are 
not merely the reservoir of manpower of the 
allies for the future; we must be the reser- 
voir of morale’ No one who has not been 
in Europe understands the strain which has 
been placed upon the people at war, no 
one who has not bad day by day experiences 
in France or in England can understand 
what the burden and the horror of this con- 
flict have brought for those who are bear- 
ing it now and have borne it through nearly 
four years. 

War weariness in Europe is a factor 
which must be reckoned with, but it can be 
reckoned with if this country now, and dur- 
ing the critical days which are to come, 
preserves that splendid unit, determination 
and enthusiasm which are already trans- 
forming conditions abroad and are bound to 
win the war when to the spiritual is added 
the material contribution. We owe it to our 
allies to stand firm and confident, to recog- 
nize justly and appraise accurately the mean- 
ing of local enemy gains with respect to the 
main enemy purpose, 

The enemy does not expect to conquer 
the armies in front of him. He expects by 
the weight of his blow, driven against the 


bodies of the soldiers at the front, to break 


the sorely strained spirit’ of the populations 
behind it. He hopes to foment discord, 
criticism and even bad feeling between the 
French and the Englsh, the American and 
the English, between all the allies. He hopes 
to magnify small gains and translate even 
larger incidental achievements so_ that, 
while he is still on the military side far 
from success, the morale effect of his ad- 
vance will be decisive. 

There is no greater resburce amidst all 
the allied assets today than the spirit which 
is rising, and universally in the United 
States, at this time. Never in the history 
of our nation has there been anything like 
it. Men, women and children have enlisted 
for the duration of the war. The activifies 
of the people for the winning of the war 
are amazing every European who comes to 
our shores, but even more wonderful to him 
is the spirit of unity, of confidence, or readi- 
ness for the ultimate sacrifice which is ev- 
rywhere to be found. 

The next offensive is going to test 
spirit. It is going to test American en- 
durance. The elements of victory are upon 
the side of our allies They can hold out

until we come if we come quickly and with 


undaunted spirit. 


A Vision of Judgment 
In Martyred Gerbevier 


eaY NEWELL DWIGHAT HILLIS 
(Pastor of Plymeuth Church.)

Today everybody knows the story of 
zerbevier, the martyred. To the northwest 
is that glorious capital of Lorraine, Nancy. 
Northwest are Verdun and Toul, with our 
American boys. The region round about the 
martyred town is a region of rich iron ores. 
Ten years ago Germany found herself at bay 
of the threatened exhaustion of 
her iron mines in Alsace and Lorraine. The 
news that France had uncovered new beds of 
iron ore stirred Germany to a frenzy of envy 
and longing. High-grade iron ore meant a 
new financial era for France. The exhaustion 
of Germany's iron mines meant industrial 
depression, and finally a second and third- 
rate position. Rather than lose her place, 
Germany determined to go to war with 
France and Belgium and grab their iron 
mines. To break down resistance on the part 
of the French people, the Germans used 
atrocities that were fiendish beyond words. 
The richer the province she wished to steal, 
the more terrible her cruelties. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning on August 27 


General Clauss and 15,000 soldiers entered 
Gerbevier. Ten miles to the south was the 
remainder of the German army, utterly 
broken by the French attack. Clauss had 
been sent north to dig his trenches until the 
rest of the German army could retreat. 
Every hour was precious. 
mained in the littie town from 9 a. m. until 
12:30 p. m. They found in the village 3,100 
women, girls and children, 15 old men (the 
eldest 92), ome priest, and one Red Cross 
‘ven the little boys and 
men under 70 had gone to the front to dig 
ditches and carry water to the French. It 
took the Germans only two and one-half 
hours to loot, all the houses and load upon 
their trucks the rugs, carpets, chairs, pic- 
tures, bedding, with every knife and fork 
and plate. At half past 11 General Clauss 
was in the mayor’s house, when the German 
colonel came in and reported that every- 
thing in the houses had been stripped and 
that they were ready to begin the firing of 
the buildings. 

The aged wife of the secretary to the 
mayor told me this incident. “We find no 
weapons in the houses, and we find only 
these 15 old men, one Red Cross boy, and this 
priest,” said the colonel. “Line up the old 
men and shoot them!” shouted General 
Clauss. “Take the priest as a prisomer to do 
work in the trefiches.” The old men were 
lined up on the grass. General Clauss him- 
self gave the signal to fire. Two German 
soldiers fired bullets Into each one of the 
old men. One of the heart-broken onlookers 
was the village priest. The Germans carried 
him away as a prisoner and made him work 
as a common laborer; through rain and sun, 
through heat and snow, he toiled on, digging 
ditches, carrying burdens, working 18 hours 
a day, eating spoiled food that German sol-- 
dijiers would not touch, until finally tuber- 
culosis developed and he was sick unto death. 
Then the Germans released him, as a refugee, 
so the priest returned to Gerbevier to die. 

Then came the anniversary of the murder 
of the 15 old men and of the 102 women, 
girls and children. Om the anniversary day 
of the martyrdom the noble governor of the 
province assembled the few survivors for a 
memorial service about the graves of the 
martyrs. Knowing that the priest would 
never see another anniversary of that day, 
the prefect asked the priest to give the ad- 
dress at the memorial service. No more dra- 
matic scene ever occurred in history. At the 
beginning the priest told the story of the 
coming of the Germans, the looting of the 
houses, the violations of the little girls, the 
collecting of the dead bodies. Suddenly the | 
priest closed his eyes, and all unconsciously 
he lived the scene of those three and a half 


hours. ‘ 

“Tt see our fifteen heroes standing on the 
grass. I see the German soldiers: lifting up 
their rifles; I hear General Clauss cursing 
and shouting the command to fire, 


}

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your coat back. He puts his rifle against 
your heart. When you sink down I see your 
hands come together in prayer. 

“I see you, Francois. I see the two big 
crutches on which you lean. You are weary 
with the }°:d of 90 years. I hear your grand- 
daughter when she sobs your name, and I 
see your smile as you strive to encourage 
her. 

“I see you, Jean. How hoppy you were 


when you came back with your wealth to 
spend your last years in your native town! 
How kind you were to all our poor! Ah, 
Jean, you did us good and not evil all the 
days of your life with us. 

“I see you, little Marie. You were lying 
upon the grass. 1 see your two little hands 
tied by ropes to the two peach trees in your 
mother’s garden. I see the little wisp of 
black hair streiched out under your head. I 
see your little body lying dead. With this 
hand of mine upon that little board above 
your grave I wrote the words: ‘Vengeance is 
mine, I will repay, saith the Lord.’ 

“And yonder in tbe clouds I see the Son 
of Man coming in His glory with His angels. 
1] see the Kaiser falling upon Gerbevier. I see 
Clauss falling upon our aged mayor. But I 
also see God arising to fall upon the Ger- 
mans. Berlin, with Babylon the Great, is 
fallen. it has become a nest of unclean 
things. There serpents dwell. Woe unto 
them that offend against my little ones! For, 
lo! a millstone is hanged about their necks 
and they shall be drowned in the sea with 
Satan!” - 

The excitement was too much for the 
priest. That very night he died. Henceforth 
he will be numbered among the martyrs of 
Gerbevier.

| The President’s Call and 


Editor of The Constitution: Your edito- 
rial this) morning headed “The Day For 
Prayer” deserves the gratitude of all. people, 


especially of all patriots. I thank: you for it, 
and I am glad that it, in a measure, pre- 
cludes a paper on the same line which I had 
prepared to hand you today. 


There is one feature of the great ques- 
tion, however, which if you will allow me 


I would like to emphasize. It is this: that 
in praying ‘for the safety and welfare of 
our cause,” as our president urges, it may 
bring us all so near to God as not only to 
bring victory to our armies, but also to help 
us and perhaps all nations, to learn the great 
lessons which I believe the Father above 
is trying to teach. I will not undertake to 
interpret His designs, but I do believe that 
our nation, not to say our world, has grown 
to be too luxuriant, too self-indulgent, too 
grasping and too—-shall I say selfish? 


Selfishness is multiform in its workings 
and crops out in hundreds of ways, and 
when allowed to mature it dwarfs a people 


and curse® a nation. [ hardly think that I 
need diagnose our casé and point the symp- 
toms. We have only to remember how luxu- 
riantly we have lived, how little of true 
brotherhood has characterized our business, 
political and social dealings with each other, 
and what trouble our president and his help- 
ers are having in carrying forward this 
righteous war. You may see, too, that many 
people are taking advantage of our situa- 
tion in extorting increasingly higher prices 
for all necessary articles of living, and it has 
become so common that it is thought to be 
legitimate. It is true that as prices increase 
it is right that there should be increased 
demands; but has there not been all along. a 


larger demand than was just in accord wRh hi ‘sion 
ar-reaching vision, 


the cost of production and handling? 

Again, we talk much about democracy, 
and we are hoping, praying and fighting for 
a world-wide democracy. But is it possible 


for any nation to have anything like true 
democracy when her people are permeated 
in a large degree with selfishness? That 
element causes us all to want to rule, to be 
first in leadership. A nation, therefore, 
composed of any large number of self-con- 
stituted autocrats would be a poor specimen 
of pure democracy. 


There are no doubt other lessons involved, 
and I have often thought that the great 


Father was only waiting for us to learn our 
lessons, to get the victory of ourselves, be- 
fore crowning our armies with victory. If 
that be true them. the sooner we learn our 
lessons the sooner we will have peace on 
earth, And there is no place for that learn- 
ing comparable to that of a nation on its 
knees before the throne of God. If we can 
have that, it will be an unusual sight, but 
it will ae large results to our people and 
the great Kingdom of God. 


Our leaders are trying to -eonduct this 
war on Christian principles, and we can 
hardly do less in all our relations at home. 
Charles W. Gordon (Ralph Connor) in his 
splendid speech in Atlanta two weeks ago | 
said that the fidelity of pastors and churches 
was, if anything, more important than fidel- 
ity in the army. Every pastor, therefore, 
should make every effort to' have the largest 
congregation of the year in his church on 
Thursday, May 30, the day for “public hu- 
miliation, fasting and prayer,” and eyery 
member should help to that end. j

Yet here is a rule that has very few excep- 
tions: If you weigh more than the normal 
man or woman of your age and height you 
eat more than is good for your health and 
the excess becomes a burden that surely 
shortens your expectation of life. 

High blood pressure is’ no disease. It 
can't be intelligently treated as a disease. 
it accompanies various diseases or degenera- 
tions, though most frequently it suggests 
cardio-vascular degeneration. That means 
premature wearing out of heart and arteries 
—a state which no middie aged individual 
has any right to entertain. When your heart 
and arteries begin to wear out you are in 
line for a breakdown: you are a favorable 
candidate for Bright's disease, apoplexy or 
heart muscle failure.

MADE BY LEADERS 
OF SUFFRAGISTS 


“This war will bring womanhood to its 
own, and this includes their-right to vote.” 
said Kugene R. Black, prominent Atlanta 
lawyer, who presided over an enthusiastic 
suffrage meeting held Thursday night in 
Edison hall under the auspices of the na- 
tional woman’s party. In well chosen words 
Mr. Black Miss Lucy Branhan, 
cousin of Judge Joel Branham, of Rome, 
and Miss Miury Winsor, daughter of a 
prominent Pennsylvania broker, two of the 
suffrage pickets who were put in jail for 
their activities, who spoke very interest- 
ingly of their experiences and their objec- 
tive in stimulating nation-wide sentiment 
for the federal suffrage amendment 

Stirring resolutions addressed to Presi- 
dent Wilson, introduced by Miss Branhan, 
were unanimously adopted, signed by Mr. 
Black as chairman of the meeting and cop- 
ies forwarded to President Wilson and 
Georgia's two senators. 

Miss Branhan, a Vifginian and a Georgia 
taxpayer, won her audience with ‘her 
straightforward zea! and earnestness. She 
voiced the sentiment of enlightened south- 
ern women, she said, in taking the position, 
“If the federal amendnient fails of passage 
the women of the south will be responsible, 
for I know when we want it hard enough 
we can get it, and the votes of three sena- 
tors are all that hold the matter up at this 
time. 

“It is the duty of Mr. Creel, head of the 
bureau of information, to spread American 
propaganda in Germany, to stir up internal 
revolt as the result of the oppression they 
now endure, and I have it from a prom- 
nent official in the bureau of information 
that this department had no better oppor- 
tunity to doreffective work of this sort, to 
disgust the Hun with his own government, 
than when New York voted for woman suf- 
frage. Them bulletins were sent across: 
‘New York American women granted vote, 
but German men denied the ballot. The 
revolt in Germany is impending over elec- 
toral reforms and President Wilson, with 
has asked for woman 
suffrage as a war measure.” 

‘Discussing the horrors of prison 
Miss Winsor spoke of her experience 
the Tombs. She said: 

‘The national woman's party, which has 
always concentrated upon the federal suf- 
frage am@fadment, began to picket on Jan- 
weary 10, 1917, after they had exhausted 
every other method of suffrage propaganda. 

“At the last interview with President 
Wilson, in which they urged him to keep the 
promises he had made before his election, 
the president told them to concert. public 
opinion in favor of suffrage. The most ef- 
fective way of following the president's 
advice was to stand in front of the white 
house in a peaceful, dignified way, holding 
up banners inscribed with the president's 
own words. : 

“This was strictly legal, as the right to 
pidket was granted by the Clayton act, 
passed by the labor unions during President 
Wilson’s administration. The success of this 
policy was shown a year later when on Jan- 
uary 9, 1918, the president advised the demo- 
cratic leaders, who came to consult him, 
that the Susan B. Anthony amendment 
should be passed speedily as a war measure, 
saying that suffrage should ‘be granted “As 
a measure of right and justice to American 
women, and that this country couwd not

Washington, May 23.—Whether the 
new “work or fight” army draft reg- 
ulation announced today shall apply to
